Three Democratic board mem 
hers. heeding Gov. Davey's express 
ed disapproval of using general re 
venue funds for pensions, 
voted 
against the em ergency appropria 
tion. 
U nless steps are taken to obtain 
revenue, 
all pension checks 
for 
September will be held up. They 
are due to go out shortly. 
Liquor Profit Transfer Awaited 
Gov. Davey, who has said the 1 
matter is a legislative problem, as­ 
serted he may call the legislature 
into special session Sept. 18, to 
consider pension financing among I 
other things. 
He is expected to ask the legis 
lators to transfer about $4,500,OOO 
in profits from the state liquor 
monopoly system 
to the pension 
fund for the last four months of 
this year. 
About $5,000,000 is needed and 
the governor has said the remain­ 
der may be taken from the genera!

Borah: Who It He? 
The meeting of the Republican national 
committee called for Sept. 25 ta expected 
to clarify the amount of sentiment for Ken. 
Borah a* the Republican presidential nom­ 
inee in 1936 It seems possible that after 
almost 30 years In the ll. S. Senate, the 
Idaho legislator's status finally may be de­ 
termined. 
He is opposed as a presidential possibili­ 
ty by one side because he Is too radical to 
reassure conservatives. The other side op­ 
poses him because he is not radical enough 
to reassure the liberals. Though he has an 
unbroken record aa a Republican, hia Re­ 
publicanism frequently has taken strange 
.forms. 


He came to Washington as a senator in 
1907 with the reputation of a conservative, 
but Immediately plopped for most of the 
liberal program of the day. He declared the 
Constitution 
was adequate to handle cur­ 
rent problems, but subsequently espoused 
three constitutional amendments — for pop­ 
ular election of senators, for a radical In­ 
come tax and for prohibition. 
As chairman of the senate foreign rela­ 
tions committee, lie gained a reputation 
abroad as the most Influential congressman 
In 
International 
affairs, 
yet 
baa 
been 
throughout his career more Nationalist than 
an 
internationalist 
He opposed the Mc- 
Nary Haugen plan for farm relief, but sup­ 
ported the export debenture plan. In 1932, 
when virtually all other senate progressive# 
:were swinging to Roosevelt, Sen. Borah re­ 
mained silent, as he had done previously in 
the 
1912 
campaign. 
He 
had 
supported 
Hoover In 1928, however. 
Under the Roosevelt administration, he 
has 
supported 
the 
TVA legislation, the 
• stock exchange control btu, the work To­ 
ilet bill, the social security bill, the Wag­ 
g e r labor disputes bill, the AAA amend­ 
ments of 1935 and th# Utilities holding 
.company bill, He has opposed the economy 
bill, the emergency banking bill of 1933, the 
recovery bill, the AAA bill and the Guffey 
coal bill. Truly, It will be Interesting to 
discover what the political analysts will 
be able to do with so enigmatic a charac­ 
ter 


checks cannot be drawn against It without 
approval of the legislature. The legislature, 
according to Gov. Dsvey, will he called In­ 
fo special session some time before the 
end of the month. 
In the glorious old days, when govern­ 
ment didn t have funds In hand to spend, 
it mortgaged the future.

Under 
the rule of cause and effect they mu*', try 
to discover, if conditions continue to 1m- 
ptove, the causes thereof. 
It Is not going to be safe to guess Hat 
the medicine given by Dr. Roosevelt and 
his many consultants turned the trli k. That 
particular avenue of escape la blocked by 
the argument the patient would have done 
better without so much medicine. 
Who 
knows? 
The same difficulty is encountered in as­ 
cribing improvements to confidence. What 
caused confidence? lf economists theorize 
its was caused by the recovery forces set 
In motion by the Roosevelt administration, 
some pest will shout it was caused by the 
influential amount of opposition 
to 
th# 
new deal's schemes. Again, who knows? 


It Is, in fact, strange that no statement 
issued by the administration since the pass­ 
ing of the emergency early in 1933 has had 
a better psychological effect than President 
Roosevelt's promise to quit administering 
more medicine. If the recovery forces are 
the cause of confidence, why was confi­ 
dence Increased by hope of a breathing 
spell? 
These are 
things economists have no 
rules for Judging. 
They lie more nearly, It 
seemi, In the wide realm of psychology, 
whera so much of curative medicine lies. 
Doctors sometimes confess they ire given 
credit for cures with which they had noth­ 
ing to do, except Insofar as 
their pres­ 
ence may have proved reassuring to the 
patient. Politicians cannot be expected to 
make surh a confession, hut 
they must 
realise sometimes their cures are no bel­ 
ter than sugar pills. 
lf the recovery trend continues, econo­ 
mists will feel obliged to find plausible ex­ 
planations. Unfortunately, since there ate 
no obvious explanations, the poor fellows 
will ha*e to resort to obscure ones which 
few will he able 
to understand and fewer 
yet will believe. 
It 
will be a happy day 
for economists when regularity again be­ 
comes the order 
of things and there are 
no more vexing mysteries to explain.

District Attorney Ueoghan, accustomed to 
worrying confessions from prisoners, quick­ 
ly took advantage of their exhibitionism, 
-encouraging

There havfc been occasions when audi­ 
ences have been offended by similar scenes 
In newsreels. It seemed improper to play

‘H ow To Keep W e ll'

Against Ignoring

Unsightly and Painful Ail­ 


ment Regarded as Barrier 


To Good Health

VARICOSE VEINS are unsightly 
as well as painful. 
They are often 
the forerunner of a more serious af­ 
fliction of the vein, perhaps of that 
disturbance known as "phlebitus.’’ 
Hardly a day passes that I do 
not receive an inquiry regarding 
varicose veins. 
In most Instances 
the w riter Is one who desires in­ 
formation about the socalled "In­ 
jection treatm ent" of thia disorder. 
In reality thia la not a new treat­ 
ment for It has been successfully 
used for several years. 
To explain 
the procedure it Is necessary to go 
somewhat Into detail in the me­ 
chanism of varicose veins, which 
are blood vessels which have be­ 
come enlarged and tortuous. They 
become enlarged chiefly because of 
certain changes in the vessel walls. 
Normally all blood vessels have 
some elasticity and are easily dis­ 
tended or compressed. 
A normal 
blood vessel can be compared to a 
rubber-hand. When stretched it can 
still serve its purpose Jjecause it 
immediately recoils to its normal

when the elasticity ii lost it 
not function as it should. 
It 
becomes firm and brittle. 
The 
blood is no longer assisted and hur­ 
ried through the vessel. 
On the 
contrary the blood pressure may 
serve to distend the vessel wall. 
It is probable, as I have sug­ 
gested, that varicose veins are often 
due to some inherent weakness in

Those who stand a 
great deal, aa policemen and bar­ 
bers, are very apt to develop vari­ 
cose veins 
Many different types of elastic 
bandages and stockings are used 
by 
sufferers from various veins. 
These appliances may five tempor- 
ary relief but never cure fhe condi­ 
tion. 
In the more aevere forms 
of vericoae veins operative methods 
have been used. 
The diseased vein 
is 
dissected 
out end removed. 
It Is a painful 
procedure end leaves a disfigur­ 
ing scar aa well. 
In many in­ 
stances the seer has proved to be 
a i annoying aa was the varicose 
vein. 
Today treatm ent la given by in­ 
jecting the vein with a special 
"sclerosing” solution. 
It produces 
an inflammation on the inside of 
the vein, with clot-formatlon per­ 
haps. 
This serves ultimately to 
the 
distended 
vein. 
The 
p a i» s s Injections are given two 
or turee tim es weekly and continu­ 
ed until the protruding vein dis­ 
appears. 
Do not neglect varicose veins. 
They are a stumbling block to good 
health and may result In serious 
disability. 
Do 
not 
forget 
that 
neglect often leads to phlebitis and 
varicose ulcers, painful and seri­ 
ous conditions.

No. 2 


H uay Long w aited no time dab­ 
bling In the political shallow s. At 
25, he plunged Into the race for 
m em bership on the state railroad 
com m istion and won. It w a* then 
that ha started hie long fight with 
the Standard OII Co. and th# utili­ 
ties. 
It wee then, too, that he 
started building, eog by cog, the 
moat powerful political machine in 
the history of state politics. In Ieee 
than 17 years, he w as to become 
“absolute m onarch’’ of Louisiana, 
even ruling hie successors in office. 


H it only political setback came 
in 1923, when, at 30, he wet defeat­ 
ed for the governorship by only 
3,000 votes by 
H enry 
L. Fuqua. 
Four yeara 
later,

of 140.000. 
Im m ediately he started 
consolidation

machine, ruthlessly elim inating his 
enemiee and those he distrusted 
and elevating by political prefer­ 
ment his friends and henchmen. 
Hie Inauguration ae governor ush­ 
ered In the storm iest political era 
Louisiana has known.

A biography of a former W ells­ 
ville m as entitled 
"W illiam C. 
Ralston, 
Courageous 
Builder," 
written by Cecil G. Tilton, profes­ 
sor of economics 
at 
Connecticut 
State University, is among the re­ 
cent books which ie now being of­ 
fered to readers throughout the 
country. It has to do with the de­ 
velopment 
of California, 
with a 
background of gold mine*, railway 
extensions and commerce on the 
Pacific coast. 
Mr. Ralston was born on 
June 
12, 1826 in Wellsville, a son of Rob­ 
ert and Mary Chapman Ralston. 
He was educated in the Wellsville 
schools and at 16, disliking work 
about his father’s sawmill, became 
a clerk on a Mississippi steam boat 
Eight years later, when he 
was 
24, he became the agent at Pana­ 
ma City for the steam ship com­ 
pany of Garrison * Morgan. 
He 
rose to a partnership in this con­ 
cern. In 1854 he went to San Fran­ 
cisco and two years later formed 
the banking firm of Garrison, Mor­ 
gan, Freltx A Ralston. He became 
the directing force in this organi­ 
sation. 
Then came the panic of 1857 and 
during IL by his courage and dc- 
clsione, he won for himself the

confidence of the public in 
and 
about San Francisco. In 1864 with 
D. O. Mills he organised the Bank 
of California and was elected presi­ 
dent of the institution in 1872 when 
he wa* 46 years of age. At that 
time he was also interested in the 
operation of 
steam ship 
lines, 
woolen and silk mills, irrigation 
projects, hotels, theaters and had 
mining interests. 
Mr. Ralston became 
extremely 
wealthy from hie vast holdings but 
his money was absorbed by losses 
In other enterprises which did not 
fare so well. 
In an attem pt to re­ 
coup his losses he invested heavily 
in bonanca mine* in Nevada. The 
m arket broke and his losses went 
into millions. The bank of Califor­ 
nia became shaky and on Aug. 27, 
1875 it was forced to 
close 
its 
doors. 
His resignation was de­ 
manded. 
Not long afterwards he 
was found dead In his customary 
bathing place, a victim of drown­ 
ing. 
His widow and four children 
survived him.

The agriculture departm ent yes 
terday estim ated the 1936 wheat 
production at 694,615,000 bushels— 
the third smallest since 1904—and 
the corn crop 2,183.755,000 bush­ 
els. The wheat estimate on Aug. I 
was 607,678.000 huahels, and the 
corn estim ate 2.272.147,000 bush- 
els. 
Continued rust damage to wheat 
and hot, dry weather In the south, 
western part of the corn belt were 
blamed for the reductions.

OFFER AIR BASE 


Stretch 1,500 Miles From 


Alaskan Coast Line to 


North Pacific Ocean

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 12—The 
Aleutian Islands, mentioned as 
a 
has* for naval aircraft, and 
more 
recently when their western por­ 
tion was included in a Us* of mili­ 
tary reservations over wrhieh civil­ 
ian aircraft are forbidden to fly. 
stretch Uke a long tail for 1,500 
mile* from the Alaskan coast into 
the North Pacific. 
According to the National Guo- 
graphical Society, 
"alighting 
on 
the Aleutian Islands with planes 
fitted with wheels would be diffi­ 
cult. but nearly all the islands are 
deeply indented and provide every 
few miles little sheltered coves, 
landlocked harhor* or lakes which 
pontoon-fitted plane* can 
come to 
rest on in an emergency." 
Kodiak Last Outpost 
Kodiak Milage on Kodiak Island 
furnishes the last possible base for 
airplanes before the beginning of 
the long sweep 
of the Aleutians, 
which extend almost to the pen­ 
insula of Kamchatka, eastern out­ 
post of the Soviet Union. 
Although th$ island* are as far 
north as central Canada, th iir cli­ 
mate is no* severely cold. They are 
always chilly, dam p 
and foggy. 
The society says that the fog is 
net nearly so dense as that of 
more southern lands. 
The temperature at Dutch H ar­ 
hor. the first harbor of any impor­ 
tance mid which is connected with 
the rest of the world by a radio 
station, has a mean of 39 degrees, 
with a low of 3h above in January 
and a high of 52 in July. The rain­ 
fall is 63 inches annually. 
Rainy Seaton Long 
There are some 250 rainy days 
a year, hut the water supply is 
limited because there are no great 
watershed* or 
rivers.

There 
is no wood on the islands, natives 
being forced to use driftwood and 
animal oil for heat. 
The Aleutians were discovered 
in the 18th Century by Russians. 
The natives live like Eskimos, hut
